As Sukarno walked through 
a crowd, the agency said, 
a pistol was fired, apparently 
as a signal. The grenades then 
were thrown. 

Bodyguards pushed Sukarno 
to the ground. He and his 
children escaped injury. 

Victims of the explosions were 
rushed to two hospitals and a 
city-wide radio appeal was made 
for doctors. The Red Cross 
asked Sunday morning 
blood contributions. 

The president later made 
a radio appeal to the nation to 
remain calm. 

He said: “This is my voice— 
the. voice of. Sukarno—I~-want 
to express my gratitude to God 
Almighty that I have been 
saved from assassination at 
Tjikini Public School.” He said 
that mothers and members of 
his bodyguard were injured 
“and also several have been 
killed.”

U.S.toLaunch 
Ist Satellite 
Wednesday 
From Florida 


WASHINGTON (INS) — The 
Navy Saturday set Wednesday 
as the target date for rocketing 
the first American earth satellite 
into space. 

It was learned that key per- 
sonnel throughout the Navy’s 
$110 million “Project Vanguard” 
have been alerted to expect the 
launching at Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., on the third working day 
of next week. 

If completely successful, the 
launching will place a 6.4-inch 
radio-equipped aluminum sphere 
in an orbit varying from about 
300 to possibly 1,500 miles in al- 
titude. 


Such a satellite would con- 
tinue to circle the earth every 
90 minutes for approximately a 
year, With its solar batteries, 
the U.S, Sputnik may continue 
to broadcast on its megacycles 


‘until it “decays” into the atmos- 


phere. 

If unavoidable delays should 
prevent a launching next Wed- 
nesday, the Navy is determin- 
ed not to permit postponements 
to run more than a week. 

The only official commitment 
is to get up the “pilot model” 
satellite’ in “early December,’ 
and to launch a larger 20-inch 
“moon” not later than next 
March. 


But if the pilot satellite is 
successfully established in an 
orbit next week, it is expected 
that the launching of a “fully- 
instrumented” sphere will be 
moved up to January. 

Navy officials said there will 
be no official statement in ad- 
vance concerning next week's 
attempt, but emphasized that 
there will be an immediate an- 
nouncement when the satellite 
rocket leaves its pad—whether 
the firing is successful or not. 

If the take-off appears to be 
successful, it will then take an 
hour or longer to verify that 
the sphere is in an orbit. 


Vanguard headquarters will 


| get its first report on the satel- 


lite’s progress from a tracking 
station on Antigua, British West 
Indies, a few minutes after the 
launching projectile releases the 
moon at an angle of 35 degrees 
with the. equator, 


The experts cannot, however, 
determine whether the satellite 
is in orbit on the basis of one 
report, and they do not expect 
to get their second “fix” on the 
sphere until it is over or near 
the tracking station at San 


Diego, Calif. 


That will be after the satellite 
has completed most of one re- 
volution of the earth, There is 
a tracking station at Woomera, 
Australia, but it is too far south 
to pick up the satellite’s signals 
on the first orbit, 


Dr. John P. Hagen, Vanguard 
director, and other project of- 
ficials left this weekend for the 
missile test center on Cape 
Canaveral, but Hagen said he 
will return to Washington be- 
fore the actual launching. 


The test center is also pre 
paring for a third attempt to 
launch the Atlas _ interconti- 
nental ballistic missile. 


HurricaneExpected

near Honolulu Harbor.

Sputnik’s 
Rocket Fails 
To Show Up 


JODRELL BANK, England 
(AP)—The giant radiotelescope 
manned by scientists here Sun- 
day morning failed to sight the 
earrier rocket of Sputnik 1, 
adding to speculation that the 
rocket may have fallen. 

It was scheduled to go over 
shortly after 7.a.m., again at 
about 8:45 a.m. and a third time 
after 10 a.m. (GMT). 

A spokesman at the station 
said after the second scheduled 
passing that no contact had 
been made with the rocket, but 
he added that weather condi- 
tions might have obscured it. 

Dr. Fred L. Whipple, director 
of the Smithsonian Astrophy- 
sical Observatory at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, said Saturday 
night that the carrier rocket 
probably ‘had fallen, possibly 
in the Pacific, hundreds of miles 
from South America. 

Moscow Radio, meanwhile, 
still gave no indication of the 
fate of the rocket, but predicted 
the end was near.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP)—

West Trying 
To Maintain 


Control Over 
Algeria: Syria 


UNITED NATIONS,  N-Y. 
(INS)—Syria charged in the 
United Nations Saturday that 
the U.S. and its NATO allies are 
trying to keep Algeria “under 
Western European control” in 
order to “gain oil and other re- 
sources” from the Middle East. 


Syrian Ambassador Farid 
Zeinnedine, in a slashing attack 
on the U.S. and NATO before 
the Assembly’s Political Com- 
mittee, said the Western 
alliance “is being used to make 
a so-called Free World safe for 
oppression.” 


Zeinnedine, who was ousted 
last summer by the U.S. as 
Svria’s Ambassador to Wash- 
ington, demanded that France 
enter into immediate negotia- 
tions with the Algerian rebels 
on giving independence to the 
North African territory. 


He blasted plans for an-in- 
terdependent European-African 
economic community as “a kind 
of salad composed of foreign 
occupation, preporitierant in 
interference and seasoned with 
petroleum oil.” 

The Syrian envoy declared 
the “main object” of the pro- 
posed group would be, “the oil 
of the Arab lands, their re- 
sources and their strategic posi- 
tion, which all would be used 
for the sake of others.” 


Zeinnedine vowed the West 
would “ultimately” lose all Mid- 
dle East oil unless it supports 
Arab demands for independence 
of Algeria and other areas. 


He bluntly stated that “Com- 
munist power has not shown 
any inclination to move from 
outside into Algeria or other 
Arab lands.” 


British Minister of State Allan 
Noble followed Zeinnedine with 
a strong statement of support 
for French attempts to quell 
the North African revolt, 


Noble said the new Algerian 
reform law, approvéd by the 
French National ‘Assembly Fvi- 
day, was a

LONDON (AP)—The British 
Antarctic research Ship Shackle- 
ton radived Sunday she was be- 
ing escorted to South Georgia by 
the British whaler Southern 
Lily. 

The Admiralty said that the 
1,000-ton Shackleton, whose side 
was ripped open by an ice floe 
in the South Atlantic Saturday 
1,000 miles southeast of Cape 
Horn, appeared in no immediate 
danger. 

The Shackleton, carrying a 
crew of 30 and 28 scientists, is 
about 500 miles from South 
Georgia. 

An Admiralty spokesman said 
latest information received here 
was that the seas were rough 
but there was no indication that 
the doughty research ship was 
in any immediate danger of 
sinking. No casualties were re- 
ported. 

A previous radio signal from 
the Shackleton had said the 
master of the crippled ship was 
trying to beach it on bleak 
Laurie Island. 

The Shackleton rammed into 
the floating ice before dawn. 

No one was injured, but 
water poured through the dam- 
aged hull, and Capt. Norman 
Brown, 28, began maneuvering 
the ship toward land. 

He radioed that he had reach- 
ed Uruguay Cove at Laurie Is- 
land, where Argentina main- 
tains a base. 

Then there was silence—for 
more than five hours.

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Indonesia’s Reprisal Seen 


Against Dutch Interests 


JAKARTA (Kyodo-Reuter)—Indonesia was reported Satur- 
day to be ready with planned reprisals against Dutch interests 
following the adverse vote in the United Nations General Assem- 
bly Friday on a resolution calling on Indonesia and the Nether- 
lands to “pursue their endeavors to find a solution” regarding 


the future of Dutch West New 
Guinea. 

The Assembly failed to give 
the resolution the necessary 
two-thirds majority. 

Minister for Information 
Sudibjo, Saturday . announced 
that next week Indonesia would 
take action on “important de- 
cisions.” He did not say what 
the decisions were. 

Observers expected the Gov- 
ernment to continue the official 
“liberate West Irian campaign,” 
which is headed by Sudibjo. 


Observers in Jakarta said the 
tenor of recent statements by 
Indonesian leaders made it seem 
almost certain that Indonesia 
would take action against Dutch 
business firms, but there were 
no strong indications that diplo- 
matic relations would be sey- 
ered, 

It was announced that the 
Cabinet would meet on Sunday 
night to discuss the vote result. 


Observers said possibly the 
clearest indication of Govern- 
ment thinking on likely action 
against Dutch interests was con- 
tained in a resolution passed in 
Jakarta earlier this month at a 
mass rally addressed by Presi- 
dent Achmed Sukarno. 


The resolution did not men 
tion severing diplomatic rela- 
tions but it urged. in the event 
of Indonesia failing in the @plo- 
matic struggle for West Iran: 

Nationalizing Dutch-owned 
vital enterprises; 

Repatriating Dutch nationals 
who are of no uSe to Indonesia's 
reconstruction; 

To speed “Indonesianization” 
of Dutch enterprises in Indo- 
nesia; 

Enterprises to become cor- 
porate bodies established in 
Indonesia and subject to indo- 
nesian laws; 

To withdraw permits to 
Dutch nationals practising lib- 
eral professions; 

To set up a West Irian re- 
construction brigade and a 
West Irian liberation fund.

These forward 
bases are designed to guarantee 
massive retaliation by B47 
mediunt jet bombers in the 
event of a Soviet attack. 


“An operational missile 
System would reduce to a 
couple of minutes the all-im- 
portant ‘Alert’ time required to 
get these bombers off their bases 
after a Soviet missile attack,”

Osaka Police 
Clamp Down 


OnDrunkards 


OSAKA—Police in Osaka Pre- 
fecture started enforcing from 
yesterday strict control meas- 
urés against drunkards who 
obstruct traffic in the streets. 

It ig the first time in this 
country that such measures 
against drunkards have been 
taken, 


Persons, who commit crimes ~ 


while drunk have been treated 
leniently by the police and 
other law-enforcement agencies 
in the country to such an ex- 
tent that Japan is called a 
“paradise for drunks.” 


To get rid of the name, the 
Osaka Prefectural Police Head- 
quarters started clamping down 
from yesterday on persons who 
drunkenly wander out into the 
streets and impede traffic. 

The police decided to arrest 
such persons henceforth on the 
charge of violating the Traffic 
Control Law. If found guilty, 
the arrested will be liable to a 
fine of ¥3,000. 

The new step against the 
drunkards will be enforced per- 
manently and not only during 
this month when yearend drink- 
ing parties flourish. 

Up to now, all drunkards were 
put under “police protection” 
and later released without any 
charges being filed against them.

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Chinese in Hongkong Air 
Frank Views on Sputnik

One can get but a surface 
look at any country with a stay 
as brief as 60 hours. But one 
can learn something of the peo- 
ple there if one has the proper 
means of communication. 

On a recent air trip to Hong- 
kong aboard the Hong Kong Air- 
ways jet-prop Viscount. most 
J;eople I met spoke some Eng- 
lish, perfect in the case of the 
more educated people. _ 

Sputnik was naturally the 
biggest topic among intellec- 
tuais of Hongkong as in any 
civilized city of the world at 
the present moment. Talking to 
three Chinese businessmen, I 
was able to see a curious reac- 
tion of the Chinese people to- 
ward the iaunching of Russian 
satellites and the subsequent 
decline of American prestige. 

While we were conversing, a 
BBC newscast reported Soviet 
Communist Party boss Nikita 
Khrushchev’s key speech be- 
fore the special jubilee session 

of the Supreme Soviet. 
 ““] think Khrushchev is very 
frank,” said one of the three 


| 
Chinese, an employe at a Brit- 
ish firm. He was referring to 
Khrushchev's statement that the 
Soviet Union was well ahead 
of the United States in rocket 
and missile research and other 
scientific fields and though Rus- 
sia was several years behind the 
U.S. in production of some im- 
portant industrial materials and 
consumer goods, she would 
catch up with the U.S. and pass 
her several years from now, | 


“I think he is very frank in 
admitting the production lag. 
It takes quite a lot of guts to be 
that frank,” was his opinion. 


Then he turned to Washing- 
ton’s reaction to the first Rus- 
sian satellite launchirix. He 
blamed the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff on his 
blustery statement he made 
shortly after the Moscow an- 
nouncement on launching of the 
first Sputnik. : 

“He said, ‘That was a hunk 
of metal scrap and anybody can 
throw it up.’ If this was said 
by, say a barber or-a_ shoe- 
maker, it’s all right. But not the 
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chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff.” : 

This man received his educa- 
tion in the U.S. and lived in 
America for over 20 years. He 
hates communism more than 
anything else, he said, but he 
cannot stand the American way 
of treating others. 

“I - like American people 
individually. 1 think they are 
the best people in the world 
as an individual. But collective- 
ly, no,” he said. He said he was 
“sick of American ways of sell- 
ing themselves—they have the 
best things in the world, theirs 
is the best nation and so on. 

“I was glad that Russia 
launched the satellite first, be 
cause it showed that Americans 
are not always the best,” he 
remarked, 

This sardonic attitude was 
shared by the two. others pres- 
ent. They repeatedly assured 
me that they hate communism 
but are simply fed up with 
American ways. 

This was different from any 
reaction shown by the Japanese 
to the recent Russian scientific 
Success. I did not have time to 
sound out others on the. issue 
but this opinion gave me an 
idea of how the Chinese in 
Hongkong feel who do not have 
to look to either of the two big 
powers for their living.

A 10-year plan to build a 
1,700,000 tsubo industrial center 
at a cost of ¥200 million at the 
south side of Osaka harbor was 


recently completed by the Pian- 


ning Section, of the Osaka Har- 
bor Council, and recommended 
for approval by Transportation 
Minister Sannojo Nakamura. 


The plan will be commenced 
next year separately from the 
current 10-year recovery prog- 
ram for the wartorn Osaka Har- 
bor that was started in 1947.

To Hold 1958 
Meeting Here 


GENEVA (Kyodo-UP) — The 
Japanese Government invited 


Tariffs and Trade) member 
countries to hold their next con- 
ference in Tokyo as their final 
plenary meeting Saturday set 
Oct. 16 for their 1958 session, 
The invitation’ was being dis- 
cussed at a private meeting of 
wdelegation heads.

Common Market Issue

German Plan

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Baseball vs. Science 

While the great majority of young people facing the 
end of their school careers next spring are somewhat 
desperately looking for jobs,-employers are bombarding a 
certain class of seniors with offers of astronomical bonuses. 

Science students, you might’expect. But no, they are 
athietes. , 

Professional baseball teams are outdoing themselves 
this year with their money bait to land the top university 
ball stars. This competition is not limited to the pro ball 
clubs or to baseball either. The major business firms vie 
every year to hire the best swimmers, runners, basketball 
men and others to play under their company colors. 

We don’t mean to criticize the rush for the best 
athletes. After all, while a good baseball team might not 
help improve a product or develop new ones, it is as 
legitimate as most other advertising gimmicks. And we 
certainly can’t blame an athlete for making’ the best of 
his talent. 

But what happens to the good students who happen 

not to be athletic stars? The conipanies don’t go to them, 
but they go to the companies—crawling on their hands 
and knees. ‘Those who get’in are usually helped by the 
“old sehool tie” or “pull.” 
: The same thing happens when employes are picker 
for promotion. And it is always the white collar worker 
who gets the nod for top company posts, while the engi- 
neer or research man is forgotten. 


At a time when the leading countries of the world: 


are concentrating on developing scientists and engineers 
in preparation for a new era, we are still giving first place 
to the athlete and, after him, to the white collar worker. 

Belatedly, our education authorities are trying to do 
something about the situation. The Education Ministry 
last month announced a plan to expand technological 
courses in our institutions: of higher learning and reverse 
the 7:33 ratio of libernl arts graduates to scientists. 

But that is not enough. While science and engineer- 
ing graduates are relatively more assuréd of jobs, the na- 
tural law of supply and demand doesn’t seem to be operat- 
ing as it should, 

Just as there are contests among undergraduates to 
develop the best athletes, why shouldn’t there be contests 
to demonstrate who are the best engineers, physicists, etc.? 

And why shouldn’t the major companies, which com- 
pete with each other to grab the best baseball players, 
have even more incentive to lure the best scholars and 
scientists? If they devoted as much.attention to classroom 
averages.as they do to batting averages, they should reap 
considerable benefit. They should also find it an advantage 
to advance some of their technicians and engineers to ad- 
ministrative or policy-making posts. 

In the task of raising the nation’s scientific level, a 
large measure of responsibility rests with the employers. 


Errors About Japan 

A new organization has been announced, to be called 
“International Educational Data,” and its aim is very 
worthy indeed. This is to give the world an accurate pic- 
ture of the Japanese and how they live. 

Exactly how the organization will carry out its purpose 
remains to be.seen, but from the announcement made by 
its chief proponent, Tsunenori Kaya, we gather that the 
initial job will be to correct some rather blatant errors in 
circulation. 

For instance, a British geography textbook contains a 
photograph of a Japanese gentleman holding an oilpaper 
umbrella and riding a riksha pulled by a man wearing a 
sedge hat, grass raincoat and straw slippers. This is de- 
scribed as a contemporary street scene in Japan. : 

A number of similarly outdated and misleading pic- 
tures—both photographic and verbal—are cited from books 
published in-countries throughout the world. 

Some people might think it shows undue sensitivity 
to deplore these innocent errors. What harm do they do? 
Only this: ; 

The end effect is to’ set the Japanese apart as a 
strange, exotic people—so different as not to be judged by 
the same eriteria used for people that one feels more in 
common with. | 

We thus give our full support to the purpose of the 
projected organization. But at the same time that it is 
pointing out to people abroad the errors they are making 
about Japan, we would like to suggest a little introspection 
on our part. 

Isn’t it true that some of the mistaken ideas about 
Japan are concocted right here at home? We should look 
with a critical eye at some of the material produced here 
for foreign consumption abroad. One thing we would 
learn is that in Japanese attempts to explain Japan for 


foreigners there is too much of a tendency to stress—an&@. 


thus exaggerate—the peculiarities of our culture. Like- 
wise, we may be too prone to deprecate the attempts of 
others to interpret it.

Asahi Shimbun commented on 
the new basic policy decided on 
by the General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions, the nation’s lar- 
gest ldbor organization, for its 
forthcoming spring labor offen- 
sive. The paper approves the 
Sohyo.. decision to have the 
private industrial unions take 
the lead in the spring offensive. 
It is wiser to do this than to 
have .such Government -enter- 
prise labor unions as the Na- 
tional Railway Workers Union 
dead the labor diputes. It was 
a mistake for Sohyo to put 
private industrial unions, and 
Government and public Jabor 
unions (which have no right to 
strike), in the same category. 


Mainichi Shimbun noted that 
construction or repairing the 
nation’s highways has become 
a major political problem. Both 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
and Finance Minister Hisato 
Ichimada, it said, seem to be 
supporting the program. Japan’s 
highways are notoriously bad, 
as pointed out by the U.S. Wat- 
kins investigation mission which 
visited this country. ‘There are 
some politicians who try to ex- 
ploit highway ~ construction 
works for their selfish purposes, 
but very few political . parties 
tackle this problem in earnest. 
This. is .why a firm policy is 
needed. . 


Yomiuri Shimbun said that 
people should not waste their 
money on -Christmas  decora- 
tions. The paper doubted the 
propriety of the authorities per- 
mitting various eating and 


drinking establishments to con- 
duct all-night business on 
Christmas Eve. It is strange, 
the paper said, for Japan, 
which is not a Christian coun- 
try, to mark Christmas Day. It 
is, especially, silly for the Japa- 
nese to have such an expensive 
Spree as cannot be seen even 
in a Christian country, the paper 
added. Then the New Year holi- 
days follow soon after Christ- 
mas. Can the Japanese afford to 
enjoy such long holidays in face 
of its poor economy? Those 
who can afford to spend money 
on festivities would do better 
to Sgt the money to the “year- 
end mutual aid” campaign to 
help the poor. 
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Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) regretted that the joint 
communique issued by Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi and 
Indonesian Prime Minister 
Djuanda only indicated that 
both sides had reached under- 


‘standing on basic principles for 


solution of the reparations is- 
sue pending between the two 
countries. What it had ex- 
pected from the joint communi- 
que, the paper said, was how 
much more progress was made 
in the Kishi-Djuanda repara- 
tions talks than in those con- 
ducted between the Japanese 
Prime Minister and former 
Indonesian Vice President 
Mohammad Hatta when the lai- 
ter visited Japan recently. It 
requested the Indonesian sire to 
compromise on the exchange 
rate for Japan’s trade credit of 
$177 million with Indonesia 
which is the only question im- 
peding the reparations talks.

MATTER OF FACT 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — 
An anxious hush has fallen 
over political Belgrade since the 
déstruction of Marshal Zhukov. 
Having been closer to Nikita 
Khrushchey than any others 
outside Russia, the Yugoslavs 
are now waiting more nervous- 
ly than any others to see which 
road Russia’s new dictator will 


, choose 


The Yugoslav leaders who are 
willing to be forthright with a 
wandering reporter admit quite 
frankly that there are only two 
roads open to Khrushchev. One 
is the road of Stalin. The other 
may be described as the road of 
the people’s welfare. Blood or 
butter are his alternatives. 

Khrushchev must take one 
road or the other in the near 
future because, as one key 
figure put it, “He cannot just 
stop there after 
Zhukov.” A choice of Stalin’s 
road is hinted at by Khrush- 
chev’s latest speeches. There 
was something really ominous 
in his routine mention of but- 
ter, his extra-sharp attack on 
national communism, and the 
profuse apologies for Stalin by 
the man “who has now gathered 
all Stalin’s former powers into 
his own hands. The reasons 
why Khrushchev cannot “just 
stop there” have already been 
suggested in this space. 

in the Soviet Union, Marshal 
Zhukov had a unique personal 
standing, as the one true na- 
tional hero, as leader of the 
officer corps of the armed serv- 
ices, and as Stalin’s most emin- 
ent surviving victim. 

Furthermore, the meteoric 
rise of Zhukov in the years 
after Stalin’s death was a prac- 
tical symbol of the upward 
surge of the vital new elements 
in the Soviet ruling class. These 
include industrialists, agricul- 
turalists, educators and many 
other kinds of powerfully plac- 
ed professional men besides the 
numbers of the officer ‘corps. 

Thus. Khrushchev has a 
double problem. On one hana, 
the structure of the Soviet gov- 
ernment does not at all refiect 
the enormously altered struc- 
ture of Soviet society, The 
changes in social structure 
have above all rendered obso- 
lete the traditional monopoly 
of rule of the very Communist 
party apparatus that Khrush- 
chev heads. On the other hand, 
Khrushehey also has to safe- 
guard his personal power after 
a grim and devious intrigue 
whose brilliant success was the 
destruction of Russia’s only na- 
tional hero. : 

In Marxist terminology, these 
are formidable “contradictions.” 
By the end of Stalin’s lifetime, 
Soviet society was already brist- 
ling with the gravest contra- 
dictions, But, until Stalin died, 


' the contradictions were always 


dissolved, so to speak, in the icy.

For another 
thing, Khrushchev's Soviet so- 
ciety is a much more complex 
and less predictable organism 
than the society on which 
Stalin fixed his ruthless, iron 


Thus the Yugoslavs hope that 
Khrushehey will still keep his 
often-repeated promises to Mar- 
shal Tito. This means the hope 
he will choose the road of the 
people’s welfare, or offer butter 
instead of blood, or “continue 
the process of liberalization,” as 
they oddly like to call it here. 
Theoretically, this choice by 
Khrushchey is also conceivable. 

A really bold program of “lib- 
eralization,” sufficient to safe- 
guard Khrushchev’s. new power 
by popular appeal, has a single, 
central requirement. This re 
quirement is a drastic revision 
of the hallowed Soviet order of 
priorities. After Stalin’s death, 
Georgi Malenkov in fact at- 
tempted just such a revision of 
priorities. He glowingly prom- 
ised production for the people's 
needs and comfort. He swore 
that military and heavy indus- 
try would now yield pride of 
place to consumer industry. 

On this very issue, Malenkov 
was forced to step down from 
the Soviet Premiership. . Molo- 


tov and the old Stalinists in- 
stinctively opposed his break 
with sacred traditions. For 
Khrushchev, Malenkov’s demo- 
tion was the second phase (the 
first was Beria’s liquidation) in 
the patient process of elim- 
inating rivals. But Zhukov and 
the army leaders also threw 
their weight against Malenkov, 
no doubt for the very simple 
reason that Malenkov’s program 
required heavy reductions in 
military expenditures. Soviet 


generals, being less denatured 3 


than American generals, natu- 
rally oppose such reductions, 
* 7 z= 


With the armed forces 
brought to heel, however, 
Khrushchev is now easily able 
to make just that revision of 
priorities which he denounced 
Malenkov for attempting. He 
has publicly promised the Soviet 
people more meat and butter 
than exist in all America. In 
private, he has vividly painted 
his concern for the people’s 
welfare, not only to leaders of 
the “Socialist camp” like Tito, 
but also to Westerners like 
Aneurin Bevan. Ironically, at 
the very moment when Khrush- 
chevy was preparing his super- 
Byzantine coup against Zhukov, 
he was also convincing Bevan 
that he was just a super-gas- 
and-water Socialist at cag 

Perhaps Khrushchev uld 
even manage to combine “lib- 
eralization” with @ very cauti- 
ous purge of the armed forces, 
to remove those elements most 
loyal to Zhukov. But no real 
compromise is possible between 
the two roads now open to this 
strange, complicated and re- 
markably guileful new Soviet 
dictator. And if ‘his recent 
speech can be taken as a sign- 
post, it points down the road 
of blood.

Mao in Russia

At the celebration in Moscow 
of the 40th anniversary of the 
Russian revolution there was 
one enigmatic figure. _ This was 
Mao Tse-tung. 


If Khrushchev is the political 
heir of the tsar of all the Rus- 
sias, Mao Tse-tung is the heir of 
the Chinese emperors—the 
of Heaven. What irony it is 
that after 40 years of revolution, 
bloodshed and holocaust, the 
two great land empires, Russia 
and China, are still presided 
over by autocrats. 

In both Russia and China, the 
revolutions were made in the 
name of progress and demo- 
eracy. But today in both coun- 
tries the despotism is More au- 
thoritarian and more complete 
than at any time in their his- 
tory. 

Where were the thoughts of 
Mao Tse-tung as he traveled 
across the Asian continent to 
the Moscow festivities? 
press in China may give a clue. 
Newspapers are, of course, tight- 
ly controlled by the Government 
at Peiping. From the press may 
be read the mind of the auto- 
crat. | 

The Chinese newspapers have 
used the occasion to reaffirm that 
Communist China is a replica of 
Communist Russia. It says that 
its aims are the same, its insti- 
tutions the same, its joys the 
same, its traditions the same. 

This is a sad rebuff to those 
who thought that Chinese com- 
munism would be a new and 
distinctive variety. The Chi- 
nese system has been taken over 
lock, stock and barrel from Eu- 
ropean Russia. In it there is no 
imprint of a specifically Asian 
civilization. 

Naturally the world watches 
very alertly the meeting of the 
effective heads of government 
of China and Russia. Inevitably 
their discussions will determine 
Communist strategy throughout 
the world during the next few 
years.

same ambitions, there will be 
Strains in their alliance, The 
centuries-long rivalry between 
Moscow and Peiping wiil not be 
overcome in ay. 


In the past two years Chi- 
nese influence has replaced 
Russian influence in North Ko- 
rea. China, not Russia, is the 
patron of the Communist re- 
gime in North Vietnam. Rus- 
Sian influence has been check- 
ed in-Sinkiang. Will the day 
come when China enquires by 
what right Russia is holding 
its empire the vast areas of 
Asian Siberia—areas which are 
Asian in fauna, in tradition, in 
population. 


On the Chinese side the live- 
liest interest in the present dis- 
cussions has probably been in 
economic prospects. China des- 
perately needs foreign aid. All 
the Russian loans, never very 
large, have been used up. 

While most of the members 
of the Chinese delegation have 
been attending parades and par- 
ties, the economic experts in 
the group have been negotiat- 
ing with their Russian counter- 
parts. The upshot of the talks 
may not be apparent for some 
time. But it will in the end be 
revealed by events. From these 
it will be possible to deduce a 
good deal about Russian inten- 
tions in Asia. 

Since the beginning of the 
Chinese Five-Year-Plan, China 
has received in aid from Rus- 
sia a sum of about*$500 million, 
This was not a gift, but loans 
and credits. To Tepay them 
China has had to take a heavy 
toll of foodstuffs and raw 
materials from the peasantry. 
This is exported to Russia or 
used for Russian foreign trade. 

Today there are signs that 
Russia is becoming more in- 
terested in the Asian coun- 
tries which are not Communist 
than in those which are. Eco- 
nomic penetration is a vital 
part of its strategy. Already 
non-Communist India has re- 
ceived from Russia promises of 
aid amounting to about half of 
the total given to China. 

Resources used for Russian 
economic diplomacy in free 
Asia are resources denied to, 
or diverted from, China. Both 
Peiping and the rest of the 
world are anxious to know how 
far Russia means to go. The 
Moscow talks may enlighten 
us, if we can read the signs 
properly. (LPS)
